As to 
Dolly Adams, she is my enemy. Sho waa 
jealous of mo becau.so she thought I w.aa 
too thick ■« ith her lover. I\'ow, the fact 
is I didn't care anything about him iu 
that wayj but don't you kD"iv that some- 
/iil times you'll moot a person that you foci 
as though you could toll all your iid'airs 
to; that would bo a sort of brother to you; 
that's just tho way with mc and him; but 
Dolly thought different and sho said these 
things about ino to got oven with mo." 

After this essay upon ^latonic aflbction 
tho^BraSld/procebaed to shoVr tho posi- 
tiori'of hor hoii'so'; fhii^ it^ would bo highly 
improbable that the- body of a murdered 
man could bo convoyed from tho promises 
to the river without detection. Tho house 
is situated in tho mo.st frequented part of 
town and a party with such a load would 
have to run the gauntlet of saloons, hotel 
watohmon and other obataclea and would 
bo sure to result in discovery. 

Thus far tho interview on the part of 
Bradley had boon conducted with tho 
coolest and steadiest nonchalance, every 
word, glance and movement indicating a 
composed mind and perfect froodom from 
apprehension or oven natural concern. 
Just before making his visit your reporter 
had received a dispatch from Portland 
stating that testimony before tho grand 
jury had leaked out to tho eifoct that 
Welch, tho saddler, ■who disappeared some 
four moi'.llia ago, b td been murdered in 
Bradley's- house, tho Imdy cut up and 
thrown into the vault. 

Thi.H testimony, of cmirae, would be 
news to tho prisoner, and tho ropnrtor 
suddenly, but in a quiet and natural man 
nor asked, " How about Welch, the sad- 
dler ?" Tho prisonor was sitting at that 
momoQt .with eyes cast down in hor lap. 
Sho allowed them to roiuitin thoro for a 
few moments, then raising thom slowly 
and casting a .steady, lovel glaiico at the 
reporter she replied in quiot, moasurod 
tones, no tremor of lip or eyelid , motion 
of feature, or tono of voice betr.tyed tho 
slightest discompoauro, but a nervous 
working of fingora aad uneasy mororaonta 
of hands indicatod agitation not before 
noticeable. Whether this proceeded from 
consoiousnoRS of guilt or simply concorn 
at tho extent to which charges against 
hor Boomed to bo pushed, must romain 
for the proaont an open question. 
"Wqlch," she said, "has not boon about 
ray hoiiao for a long time, I did nut want 
him to come thore., ' Ho was a man that 
always made trouble about tho houso 
and I finally drove him away." On be- 
ing informed of tho nature of tho 
latoat news aho ropliod; "Well, that boats 
all. So they lay Welch's disappeaninco 
to mo, too. I don't know what will como 
next." Some desultory conversation fol- 
lowed regarding tho arrangomLMit of her 
promises, and after a moment's p;vuso alio 
said: "And so tliey are going to search 
tho vault?" Aftor musing for a moment 
on either tho folly or importance of that 
proceeding, the prisoner in response to an 
inquiry gave hor roanons for leaving Port- 
land by tho route she had taken, change 
of a namo, etc. "You soo,! had been vory 
sick and I found it very necoaaary to 
leave Portland on account of my health." 
Tho prisoner's appearance and the remains 
of square meal on a tray beside hor, indi- 
cated a rather healthy invalid, though 
appearances arc often deceitful. "I 
havo boon u.sod up with rhoumatism and 
I a bad cough which threatened to end in 
! consumption, I went by way of Pugot 
I Sound instead of taking tho regular San 
' Francisco steamer from Portland because 
I I wanted to take a look at that country 
j and also wanted to soo Miss Boll, a friend 
of mino, who was up thore. Besides I 
I dreaded crossing tho Columbia river bar, 
and changed my namn becauso ovcrybod}' 
I knows me and I didn't want to bo both- 
I orod by thom on tho steamer. You know 
how that is. I've broken up my houso in 
Portland and thought I would como hero 
' and get a little room and rest. I could 
live cheap that way, you know, and didn't 
\ know but I might want to go down to Los 
Angoles, or some other place in the 
southern part of ,tlip state, and get all 
j well again."' 

After some further general remarks 
upon hor case, sho expressed tho boliof 
th;it slio would get out of tho scrape with- 
out much trouble, and tho reporter re- 
tired convinced that Bradloy was 
cither a much wrongod woman or a con- 
summato aotross. 

S.\N Pranclsco, Fob. 14, C p. ni.— Peto 
Sullivan, one of tho men implicated in tho 
Brown murder at Portland, was brought 
to this city to-day from Yolo county. Ho 
surrenderoil himself to tho shorifFof Y'olo 
county on reading the dispatch from Port- 
land regard tho tragedy.

One of the girls yesterday said to an ofli- 

cor that somo time previous to tho trouble 

Bradloy had with lirown and about tho 

time Welch had disappeared in going into 

tho kitchou ono morning she saw a num- 
ber of pieces of flosh lying on.tho table. 

She paid no attontinn to tlio fact at that 

time, but afterwards learned that tho 

tlesh was [)art of tho body of tfiis man 

Welch, and lliat it h;id been tlxrown into 

the vault, which in al)out ton foot from 

the back door of the kitchen and about 

twenty-five feot deep.
